The House Naval Committee have 
agreed on a bill which they will report this 


week, reorganizing thenavy and redistribut- 


ing naval rank; and while some concessions 
have been made to the staff, the basis of the 
bill seems to have been Mr. Rosrson’s letter 
of Jan. % to Mr. ScorreD, the Chairman of 
this Committee, which letter was commonly 
regarded as leaning to the line view of the 
dispute. 


What modification, if any, the Committee's. 


bill may receive in the House, remains to be. 
‘seen ; it will beenough, for the purposs of 
| initiating discussion, to rehearse some of its 
an underlying principle, the bill declares that 
all commanding officers shall take precedence 
of all staff officers under their command, and 
that the rank of no staff officer shall entitle 
him to exercise authority in the line, or even 
in any staff corps except his own. However, 
on honorary occasions, and in detail duty, 
such as courts of inquiry and courts-martial, 
and on boardsof survey, staff officers may 
rank. Here, at all events, is clearly provided, 
what. we have ‘insisted eould easily be 
attained by legislation, namely, a protection 
of the “discipline of the ship” from any fell 
designs of staff officers in consequence of 
enjoying their rank.

Thatis to say, under the present law 
tg highest rank held by a Surgeon; Pay- 
master or Chief Engineer, is, we believe, 
that of Commander; which is equivalent to 
that of Lieutenant-Colonel in the. army. 
This maximum grade 1s now increased for'a 
small number of officers to that of Captain, 
equivalent to Colonel. in the army. How-.
